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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


In  January  of  1981  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reviewed  materials  from  the  State 
dealing  with  hazardous  wastes  in  general,  and  the  growing  concerns  about  their 
improper  disposal  in  local  landfills  in  particular.  As  a  result  of  a  request  from  the 
State  to  all  communities,  Susan  Coburn  was  appointed  Merrimac’s  Local 
Hazardous  Waste  Coordinator. 

On  January  26  the  Board  held  a  second  public  hearing  on  Cable  Television. 
The  December  hearing  had  to  be  repeated  due  to  improper  advertising. 

Suggestions  were  made  to  the  Selectmen  in  February  as  to  how  the  Town 
might  begin  a  program  of  energy  conservation.  John  Gilchrist,  Energy 
Coordinator,  and  Light  &  Water  Manager,  Raymond  Bastarache  reviewed  with 
the  Board  areas  where  street  lighting  might  be  reduced  without  jeapordizing 
safety.  The  matter  was  taken  under  advisement  pending  further  review. 

In  March  a  local  Art’s  Council  was  appointed  to  stimulate  development  of  the 
arts  in  our  area  and  to  qualify  for  State  lottery  funds  to  be  used  to  support  the 
arts  statewide. 

The  Board  met  in  April  with  the  Sewer  Commissioners  and  a  representative 
from  the  Haverhill  Gas  Co.  to  work  out  a  plan  of  cooperation  in  the  scheduling 
of  the  laying  of  the  sewer  lines  and  gas  lines  and  repairing  and  resurfacing  of 
roads. 

Four  cable  companies  submitted  proposals  by  the  April  deadline.  The 
companies  were:  DataCom  Cable  Systems,  Northeast  Cablevision,  New 
England  Cablevision,  and  Commonwealth  Cable  Systems.  These  proposals 
were  passed  on  to  the  Cable  Advisory  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  earlier 
in  the  year. 

On  April  27  the  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee,  Treasurer,  Town 
Accountant,  and  Assessors  met  for  a  final  discussion  of  the  fiscal  ‘82  budget  and 
the  relative  requirements  and  complexities  of  proposition  2Vi.  It  was  clear  that 
until  the  amount  of  State  Aid  was  made  known  by  the  receipt  of  the  Cherry 
Sheet  appropriations  at  Town  meeting  could  only  be  based  on  estimates.  The 
Selectmen  decided,  therefore,  to  hold  Town  meeting  on  the  regular  date  and  to 
reconvene  the  Annual  meeting  after  the  Cherry  Sheet  arrived,  and  to  then  make 
budget  adjustments  as  necessary. 

In  June,  Joan  Gardner,  from  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Management,  met  with  the  Board  to  discuss  the  implication  to  Merrimac  of  the 
possible  siting  of  a  solvent  recovery  plant,  SRS,  in  Haverhill,  and  our  rights  and 
responsibilities  as  an  abutting  community.  As  a  result  of  various  meetings  the 
Board  sent  the  name  of  Dr.  Allan  Pollock  of  River  Road  to  the  Mayor  of 
Haverhill  with  the  hope  he  would  be  appointed  to  Haverhill’s  Local  Assessment 
Committee.  We  were  not  successful  in  this  effort,  but  Mr.  Pollock  was  appointed 
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to  an  advisory  committee  set  up  by  the  Mayor. 

Our  second  housing  rehabilitation  program  funded  by  our  second 
Community  Development  Block  grant  was  completed  in  September. 

Also,  this  month  several  meetings  were  held  to  bring  the  Selectmen  up  to  date 
on  the  financial  picture  for  the  sewerage  treatment  project.  The  Treasurer 
explained  to  the  Board  that  due  to  prolonged  delays  by  the  Enviromental 
Protection  Agency  and  others  in  sending  down  the  money  due  Merrimac  under 
state  and  federal  grants,  she  was  forced  to  borrow  interim  funds,  at  high  rates  of 
interest,  in  order  to  pay  bills.  She  and  everyone  at  these  meetings  expressed  their 
frustration  at  these  unexpected  costs  to  the  Town. 

In  November  the  Selectmen  thanked  the  existing  Cable  Advisory  Committee 
for  their  help,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Cable  Commissioner  appointed  a  new 
committee.  The  change  was  required  because  of  earlier  procedural 
misunderstandings. 

The  Selectmen  were  happy  to  welcome  the  St.  Joseph  Hospital  Dialysis 
Center  to  Merrimac  in  November.  We  all  felt  the  Center  would  make  an 
important  contribution  to  the  Town  and  to  the  entire  area. 

In  December  the  Board  met  with  the  Truman  C.  Edwards  Co.  previously 
hired  to  do  a  three  year  audit  of  all  Town  records.  Their  report  was  reviewed  by 
the  Selectmen  with  Town  Accountant.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Accountant,  Mr. 
Hitchcock,  would  notify,  in  writing,  all  appropriate  departments  of  the 
procedures  agreed  upon  at  the  meeting. 

It  was  a  busy,  and  in  some  respects  a  difficult  year  so  the  Selectmen  would  like 
to  express  their  thanks,  especially  this  year,  to  all  those  who  have  given  of  their 
time  in  order  to  serve  our  community.

The  tax  rate  decreased  $4.60  due  to  an  increase  in  local  and  state  estimated 
receipts  and  decreased  spending  by  the  town  mandated  by  Proposition  2Vi.  The 
rate  setting  process  was  necessarily  delayed  this  year  as  a  result  of  the  late  date  of 
the  postponed  town  meeting  which  was  required  to  act  further  on  the  town 
budgets.  The  commitment  was  issued  to  the  Collector  December  7th,  1981.  The 
maximum  levy  limit  under  Prop  2 Vi  for  Fiscal  1982  was  $1,477,466. 

The  Assessors  have  continued  to  monitor  sales  and  follow  up  on  building 
permits.  They  have  also  continued  their  educational  requirements  towards 
certification  of  assessors. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance  Committee  and 
all  officials  of  the  Town  for  their  fine  cooperation  extended  to  us.  We  also  wish 
to  express  our  appreciation  of  assistance  to  the  officials  at  the  State  Property 
and  Assessment  Bureau.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  calendar  year  1981. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  no  unpaid  real  estate  taxes  prior  to  1981. 
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As  in  the  case  of  last  year,  the  1982  real  estate  taxes  were  committed  so  late 
that  the  due  date  was  in  January  1 982.  However,  collections  were  very  good.  The 
second  half  of  the  tax  will  be  due  by  May  1st. 

With  the  implementation  of  Proposition  2Vi  the  Motor  Vehicle  Excise 
Committments  showed  a  sharp  reduction  in  automobile  excises,  resulting  in 
payments  being  made  more  promptly;  thereby  reducing  the  amount  of 
delinquent  accounts. 

This  year,  as  in  the  past,  I  have  received  excellent  cooperation  from  all  the 
town  departments  with  whom  I  work  and  1  wish  to  thank  them.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

In  1980-81  the  Merrimac  Senior  Center  served  681  Elders.  This  figure 
represents  over  80%  of  the  elderly  population  and  we  will  continue  to  strive  to 
reach  100%  of  the  total  elder  population. 

The  C.O.A.  as  in  the  past,  functions  primarily  as  an  “Information  and 
referral”  agency.  Elders  can  obtain  information  and  be  referred  to  Homemaker, 
Legal,  Mental  Health  and  Protective  Services.  Fifty  people  were  aided  in 
applying  for  fuel  assistance  and  all  were  eligible.  The  C.O.A.  was  involved  with 
Community  Action  in  weatherizing  homes.  Project  O. A.S.S.I.S.,  from 
Pentucket  High  School  provided  some  of  the  labor  to  install  materials.  The 
Center  also  assisted  Elders  in  applying  for  Sewerage  Betterment  Grants  through 
the  H.U.D.  grant  and  to  the  Farmer’s  Home  Administration  for  grants  or  loans 
to  cover  the  “hookup”  costs. 

The  Elders  received  1,140  visits  and  2,072  outreach  calls  from  the  2  Senior 
Aides  who  work  at  the  Center. 

Health  programs  have  consisted  of  blood  pressure  clinics  run  by  the  Town 
Nurse,  Diabetic  and  Colon-Rectal  screening  clinics  and  films  shown  by  the 
Cancer  Society  on  Breaking  the  Smoking  Habit. 

The  Mass.  Dental  Association  has  upgraded  its  program  to  include  full 
denture  care  and  the  present  chairman  continues  to  be  coordinator  of  this 
program. 
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The  meal  site  continues,  as  does  Meals  on  Wheels,  with  7,375  meals  served 
during  1981.  Through  Title  XX  funding.  Meals  on  Wheels  are  now  able  to  fill  a 
great  need  by  delivering  meals  on  weekends. 

Information  workshops  held  at  the  Center,  were  given  by  various  experts.  The 
topics  included  Social  Security,  Medicare,  Respite  Care,  Wills,  Elder  Hostel, 
Advocacy,  Letter  Writing,  Energy  conservation  and  Sanitation  Training. 

The  elderly  and  younger  members  of  our  community  continue  to  carry  out  the 
volunteer  spirit  by  giving  many  hours,  driving  the  elderly  to  medical 
appointments  and  the  Christmas  banquet,  manning  the  office  and  delivering  gift 
packages  to  nursing  home  residents.  Last  year  volunteers  donated  1,556  hours  of 
their  time  to  the  Center. 

The  Program  Committee  plans  approximately  2  trips  per  month.  (60  or  more 
seniors  participate,  averaging  between  30  to  60  people  per  trip.)  Craft  classes 
continue,  such  as  quilting,  stitchery,  doll  making,  etc.  Last  summer  there  was  a 
craft  display  where  the  talents  of  many  Merrimac  Elders  were  displayed  and 
appreciated.  These  different  types  of  Xmas  parties  reached  a  cross  section  of  the 
population  successfully;  a  banquet,  grandparents  party  and  an  open  house. 

The  council  members  continue  to  meet  once  a  month  and  the  North  East  Area 
Council  meetings  are  well  attended  by  them.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  calendar  year  1981.  The 
Board  of  Health  is  organized  as  follows:

During  the  year  the  Board  met  several  times  with  the  Board  of  Sewer 
Commissioners  to  discuss  and  define  each  Board’s  area  of  responsibility  and 
implementation  of  rules  and  regulations  regarding  our  new  sewer  system.  The 
Minimum  General  Requirements  are: 

1.  a)  Sewage  Disposal  Systems  and  Public  Sewers:  Individual  sewage  disposal 

systems  or  other  means  of  sewage  disposal  shall  not  be  approved  where  a 
common  sanitary  sewer  is  accessible  adjoining  the  property  and  where 
permission  to  enter  such  sewer  can  be  obtained  from  the  authority  having 
jurisdiction  over  it.  The  Board  of  Health  may  require  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  an  existing  building  or  buildings,  wherever  a  common 
sewer  is  accessible  in  an  abutting  way,  to  cause  such  building  or  buildings 
to  be  connected  with  the  common  sanitary  sewer  in  a  manner  and  within  a 
period  of  time  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

b)  No  individual  sewage  disposal  system  or  other  means  of  sewage  disposal 
shall  be  located,  constructed,  altered,  repaired,  or  installed  where  a 
common  sanitary  sewer  is  accessible  adjoining  the  property  and  where 
permission  to  enter  such  sewer  can  be  obtained  from  the  authority  having 
jurisdiction  over  it.  If  a  common  sanitary  sewer  is  not  accessible,  then  a 
properly  designed  sanitary  sewage  disposal  system  meeting  the 
requirements  of  the  Merrimac  Board  of  Health  shall  be  provided. 

2.  Any  building,  buildings  or  mobile  home  which  is  presently  discharging 
sewage  into  the  storm  drain  system.  Cobbler’s  Brook,  Lake  Attitash, 
Merrimack  River,  or  any  of  their  tributaries  and  from  which  common 
sanitary  sewer  is  accessible,  shall  be  required  to  connect  to 

sanitary  sewer  system  no  later  than  June  30,  1982. 

The  Board  also  met  with  the  Merrimac  Valley  Planning  Commission  to 
discuss  the  conduction  of  a  survey  leading  toward  an  effective  local  hazardous 
waste  management  program. 
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After  four  years  of  loyal  service,  John  Maney  resigned  as  Sanitary  Agent  for 
the  Board  of  Health.  The  Board  would  like  to  extend  its  sincerest  gratitude  to 
Jack. 

Mr.  John  Campobasso  has  been  appointed  as  new  Sanitary  Agent.  Mr. 
Campobasso  comes  to  the  Board  of  Health  after  many  years  experience  as  an 
engineer.  The  Board  feels  that  with  his  background,  he  will  open  a  new  spectrum 
for  the  implementation  of  our  rules  and  regulations  for  subsurface  sewage 
disposal  systems.

The  Board  met  8  times  in  regular  session  and  5  times  in 
special  session.  The  48  units  of  Elderly  Housing  are  fully  occupied  at  all  times. 

During  the  past  year  a  contract  for  interior  painting  at  Merri  Village  was 
awarded  at  which  time  24  units  were  completely  painted  over.  The  Housing 
Authority  always  strives  to  keep  up  a  nice  appearance  at  Merri  Village. 

The  Merrimac  Housing  Authority  has  acquired  two  pieces  of  property  in 
town,  which  when  renovated  will  house  4  Large  Families  under  the  State 
Chapter  705-1  Program. 

The  Housing  Authority  has  19  slots  of  Federally  Subsidized  Section  8 
Housing  allocated  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 
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The  Housing  Authority  has  5  slots  of  State  Chapter  707  subsidized  rent 
program.  Both  Section  8  and  707  programs  are  participating  in  the  mobility 
program  which  gives  applicants  a  wider  range  when  looking  for  units  to  rent. 

The  Merrimac  Housing  Authority  urges  anyone  needing  housing  to  contact 
the  Authority  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  would  be  eligible. 

The  Authority  wishes  to  thank  all  Town  Officials  for  their  excellent 
cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

During  the  year  1 980-8 1  the  Planning  Board  approved  the  placing  of  two  local 
farms  under  the  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Act. 

The  Board  met  with  representatives  of  the  Sewer  Commission,  Merrimack 
Valley  Planning  Commission,  Merrimack  River  Watershed  Council,  and  the 
Federal  Flood  Control  Commission. 

The  Board  sponsored  a  Public  Hearing  on  the  proposed  Historic  District  and 
reported  on  same  at  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  approved  twelve  individual  plot  plans  and  one  sub-division  (with 
restrictions). 

Members  of  the  board  are  presently  working  on  the  revision  of  the  zoning 
bylaws.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Dear  Madam  and  Gentlemen: 

Since  our  last  year’s  report,  the  construction  of  the  sewer  project  has 
progressed  to  the  point  where  99%  of  the  four  pipeline  contracts  and  90%  of  the 
Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant  (WWTP)  contract  are  complete.  All  that  remains 
on  the  pipeline  contracts  is  installation  of  the  effluent  outfall  into  the  Merrimack 
River  from  River  Road,  installation  of  the  standby  generators  at  the  E.  Main 
Street  and  River  Road  pumping  stations  and  small  amounts  of  final  paving 
along  River  Road  and  near  Lake  Attitash.  This  work  is  expected  to  be  complete 
this  Spring.  Because  of  two  strikes  last  Summer  and  subsequent  Winter  weather, 
the  contract  for  the  Treatment  Plant  will  be  extended  by  approximately  77  days. 
This  means  that  the  WWTP  will  not  be  operational  until  about  June  1,  with  final 
paving  of  the  access  roadway,  landscaping,  and  the  sludge  storage  pit  to  be 
complete  by  the  same  date.  This  extension  is  one  to  which  the  contractor  is 
contractually  entitled. 
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Meanwhile,  as  of  this  writing,  216  houses  and  bulidings  (including  public 
buildings)  have  been  connected  into  the  collection  system.  We  would  like  to  urge 
all  property  owners  who  have  not  connected  to  do  so  as  early  as  possible,  so  that 
the  final  audit  of  the  project  will  not  be  delayed.  The  audit  cannot  be  started  until 
51%  of  the  buildings  are  connected  to  the  system. 

A  list  of  all  abutters  to  the  collection  system  and  the  amount  of  the  betterment 
assessment  is  being  prepared  presently  by  the  Board.  We  expect  to  have  this  list 
complete  by  June,  1982. 

The  Board  has  hired  a  chief  operator  and  an  assistant  for  the  treatment  plant. 
Mr.  Warren  Kelley,  the  chief  operator  is  a  licensed  Grade  VI  operator,  came  to 
work  half-time  on  November  24,  1981  and  began  full-time  February  15,  1982. 
Mr.  Gordon  Nelson,  the  assistant  operator,  is  a  licensed  Grade  V  operator  and 
will  begin  work  full-time  about  April  1,  1982. 

Once  again  the  Board  would  like  to  thank  everyone  in  town  for  your 
cooperation  and  understanding  during  the  inconveniences  caused  by  the 
construction  of  this  project.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1980 
To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  this  report  for  the  year  1981.  For 
the  educational  program  in  Grades  7-12,  please  turn  to  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  Committee  report.  For  vocational  activities  in  the  Whittier  Regional 
Vocational-Technical  School,  of  which  this  town  is  a  member,  please  turn  to  the 
Whittier  report. 

Although  this  Committee  is  in  charge  of  the  Elementary  grades  only,  this 
Committee  summarized  the  public  school  population  for  which  the  Town  had 
responsibility  (10-1-81).

Our  goals  have  remained  essentially  the  same  for  1981  and  work  has 
continued  in  the  same  priority  areas  of  staff  development,  curriculum 
improvement  in  science,  social  studies  and  language  arts,  and  special  education. 

At  this  time,  Merrimac  teachers  have  developed  objectives  and  curricular 
materials  for  the  teaching  of  career  education  concepts  in  Kindergarten  to  grade 
6.  These  concepts  will  be  taught  in  each  grade  level  in  conjunction  with  language 
arts,  social  studies,  science  and  math.  A  resource  center  has  been  established  in 
the  school  and  contains  a  wide  range  of  instructional  media  and  materials  for  all 
to  use.  This  program  model  is  being  implemented  in  Merrimac  this  year  and 
eventually  will  become  part  of  the  instructional  program  in  all  three  towns. 

The  areas  of  social  studies  and  language  arts  have  thus  far  been  examined  by 
curriculum  committees  and  new  instructional  materials  have  been  selected. 
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Our  special  education  services  have  improved  this  year.  We  have  resource 
rooms  and  a  behavior  modification  program  as  well  as  a  self-contained 
classroom,  and  we  feel  that  we  are  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  students.  Our 
counselor  has  been  conducting  seminars  in  parent  effectiveness  training  which 
has  been  well  received  by  members  of  the  community.  Merrimac  also 
participates  in  a  cooperative  program  for  educationally  retarded  youngsters 
with  the  towns  of  West  Newbury  and  Groveland.  Both  the  improvement  of  local 
program  and  the  participation  in  the  Union  #53  class  have  resulted  in  a  decrease 
in  the  costs  for  sending  students  out  of  district.  More  importantly,  parents  and 
students  are  pleased  with  the  programs  in  the  district. 

This  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  because  of  the  tax  cutbacks.  Much  time  was 
spent  in  deliberating  over  the  budget  and  working  under  the  Proposition  2Vi 
constraints.  We  are  just  now  feeling  the  effects  of  these  cutbacks  and  will  be 
vocal  in  trying  to  restore  needed  services.  We  will  continue  to  try  to  determine 
community  needs  and  concerns  and  to  translate  those  needs  and  concerns  into 
improved  educational  programs  for  our  students. 

As  we  move  into  1 982,  we  will  try  to  maintain  present  services  and  will  look  to 
other  ways  of  saving  money  since  Merrimac  is  still  trying  to  reduce  to  2x/i. 
Transportation  is  an  area  we  will  look  to  for  some  cutbacks  and  this  may  mean  a 
stricter  school  bus  policy.  We  hope  that  whatever  cost-cutting  measures  are 
undertaken  will  not  necessitate  our  cutting  into  what  we  feel  is  a  good 
instructional  program.

Annual  Report  —  Fiscal  1981 

To:  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West  Newbury 

The  Pentucket  Regional  District  School  Committee  submits  this  report  to 
you  for  the  198 1  fiscal  year.  The  School  Committee  believes  that  all  youth  have  a 
right  to  educational  opportunities  of  a  quality  and  caliber  which  will  develop 
their  potential  as  individuals  and  as  citizens  in  a  democratic  society.  This 
education  must  be  accomplished  at  a  cost  in  keeping  with  the  best  principles  of 
fiscal  management  and  responsibility  to  the  taxpayers.  This  statement  appeared 
in  your  1980  Annual  Report  along  with  objectives  and  goals.  During  fiscal  year 
1981,  we  made  progress  on  some  of  those  goals.  Specifically,  we 

established  minimum  competency  requirements  and  flexible  methods 
for  meeting  the  needs  of  students  who  did  not  achieve  the  minimum 
requirements 

completed  a  needs  assessment  for  staff  development  and  have  begun  to 
coordinate  an  inservice  program  around  those  needs 

prepared  a  new  drug  and  alcohol  policy  with  the  help  of  a  staff  and 
community  task  force  and  now  have  that  in  place  as  well  as  a  new 
student  handbook 

continued  to  refine  our  program  budget 

established  a  facilities  study  committee  and  brought  to  the  Towns  a  plan 
for  improving  the  facilities  in  line  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
NEASC  Report  of  1972 

improved  our  instructional  programs  in  special  education 

completed  an  energy  audit  and  translated  the  recommendations  into 
practice  wherever  possible 

secured  a  fair  share  of  federal  dollars  to  support  existing  instructional 
programs  and  acquired  new  equipment  through  these  funds 

We  have  accomplished  a  great  deal,  but  many  of  our  tasks  remain  undone  (for 
example,  we  are  just  now  getting  under  way  with  a  committee  to  study  staff 
evaluation.  The  Superintendent  has  recommended  a  means  to  improve 
curriculum  continuity,  grades  7-12,  for  FY1983.  The  development  of  a  study  on 
programs  for  gifted  and  talented  students  will  begin  also  in  FY1983.)  and  our 
work  will  continue  on  those  objectives. 
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A  great  deal  of  time  was  spent  from  January  to  June  1981  dealing  with  the 
after-effects  of  Prop.  2V2.  The  regional  schools  lost  15  teaching  positions  and  16 
other  support  staff  positions  in  aides,  secretaries  and  custodians  as  well  as 
moneys  to  provide  adequate  textbooks,  materials  of  instruction  and  extra 
curricular  offerings.  The  effects  of  these  cutbacks  are  now  being  felt  in  fiscal  year 
1982  and  will  be  reported  to  you  in  next  year’s  report. 

Since  we  know  the  effects  of  some  of  these  cutbacks,  at  this  time  the  FY83 
'■budget  is  presented  so  that  the  quality  and  caliber  of  instruction  can  be  again 
maintained  and  the  School  Committee  can  be  proud  to  say  that  it  fulfilled  its 
charge  to  the  taxpayers.

OAK  SCHOOL  in  Merrimac  on  June  14,  1982  immediately  following  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely: 

ARTICLE  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  fix  the  salary  and  compensation 
of  all  elective  officers  of  the  Town  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  41,  Section  108  as  amended;  Moderator,  Town  Clerk,  Three  Selectmen, 
Three  Assessors,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Tree  Warden,  Three  Commissioners 
of  Municipal  Light,  Three  Water  Commissioners,  Three  Sewer  Commissioners, 
and  raise,  appropriate  or  transfer  sums  of  money  therefore,  and  to  determine 
gums  of  money  to  be  raised  or  transferred  to  defray  the  necessary  and  usual 
lharges  and  expenses  of  the  Town  for  the  Fiscal  Year  Commencing  July  1,  1982 
and  make  appropriations  for  the  same,  said  sums  of  money  so  raised, 
appropriated  or  transferred  to  be  expended  for  specific  purposes  to  be  voted;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  July  1,  1982,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  4,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefore,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to 
renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in 
accordance  with  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  17;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
from  Electric  Light  Operating  Balance,  said  money  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors 
with  the  estimated  receipts  to  fix  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July 
1,  1982;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
from  the  sale  of  Cemetery  Lots,  such  sum  or  part  thereof,  to  be  expended  under 
the  direction  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees  for  the  “Care,  Improvement  and 
Embellishment”  of  said  Cemeteries,  according  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws, 
Chapter  114,  Section  14  and  Section  25;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  dog  license  fees 
collected  during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  July  1,  1982,  to  the  Merrimac  Public 
Library  as  provided  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  Section  172; 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  benefits  provided  under 
Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960  entitled  “An  Act  Providing  State  Aid  for  Free  Public 
Libraries”,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  perform  duties  and  incur  expenses  relating  to  any  equalization  or 
revaluation  of  the  Town;  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  hire  themselves 
at  the  rate  of  $4.00  per  hour  and  to  hire  such  other  necessary  assistance  as  the 
Board  of  Assessors  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  I,  Section  V  of 
the  Town  By-laws,  by  deleting  the  words  “Cushing’s  Manual”,  and  substituting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  words  “Town  Meeting  Time”;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  743  of  the  Acts  of  198 1,  “AN  ACT  FURTHER  REGULATING  REAL 
ESTATE  TAX  EXEMPTIONS”;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  approriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  interest  on 
temporary  borrowing  necessary  for  the  sewer  construction  project  for  Fiscal 
Year  1983  in  addition  to  the  amount  appropriated  for  Fiscal  Year  1982;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  an  upper  limit  of 
$8,300,000.  for  construction  costs  and  engineering  fees  for  the  Sewer  Project. 
Such  additional  funds  to  come  from  grants  already  approved  for  the  Town  from 
HUD,  USFmH  A,  URESPA,  and  MaDWPC.  The  limit  on  long  term  borrowing 
authority  of  $1,427,000.  previously  authorized  is  to  remain  unchanged;  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  maintain  a  Sanitary  Landfill  Operation  for 
the  Fiscal  Year  1983;  and  to  determine  how  said  sum  shall  be  raised,  whether 
from  the  current  tax  levy,  by  transfer  from  available  funds,  by  borrowing  or 
otherwise,  and  how  expended;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  paying  funds  to  Haley  &  Ward,  Inc., 
Civil  and  Environmental  Engineers  of  Waltham,  Massachusetts,  for  engineering 
services  required  for  the  continuing  operation  of  the  Town’s  Sanitary  Landfill 
for  the  period  of  fiscal  year  July  1,  1982  thru  June  30,  1983;  and  to  determine 
how  said  sum  shall  be  raised,  whether  from  the  current  tax  levy,  by  transfer  from 
available  funds,  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  and  how  expended;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  Consultant  fees  as 
needed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  construction, 
reconstruction,  resurfacing  and  all  purposes  allowed  under  Chapter  90,  Section 
34  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  construction, 
reconstruction,  and  improvement  projects  on  all  approved  public  ways  as 
outlined  under  Chapter  732,  Sections  17(d)  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws; 
or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Selectmen 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Police  Cruiser  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trade  in 
the  oldest  Police  Cruiser  towards  the  cost  of  said  new  Cruiser;  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  Town’s  share  of 
the  Northern  Essex  Communication  System;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  a  computer  specialist  to 
automate  the  non-criminal  motor  vehicle  moving  violations  processed  by  the 
Town  of  Merrimac  through  the  Second  District  Court;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Water 
Department  van;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  $24,000  to  be  added  to  the  Conservation 
Fund,  previously  established  at  a  prior  Town  Meeting,  and  that  the  sun  of 
$30,000.  then  be  transferred  from  said  fund  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  from 
Louis  A.  Cyr  a  certain  parcel  of  land  bordered  on  the  north  by  Interstate-495  on 
the  west  by  Broad  Street,  running  south  from  Interstate-495  approximately  946' 
to  land  now  or  formerly  owned  by  E.  Varney,  and  on  the  east  by  North  Street, 
running  south  approximately  26T  to  land  now  or  formerly  owned  by  Wilbur 
Wallace,  constituting  19  acres  plus  or  minus,  being  shown  on  plan  entitled  “Plot 
of  land  for  Louis  Cyr  in  Merrimac,  MA”  by  Parker  Survey  Assoc.,  Inc. 
10/1980”;  that  said  land  be  conveyed  to  said  Town  under  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8c,  and  as  it  may  hereafter  be 
amended  and  other  Massachusetts  Statutes  relating  to  Conservation,  to  be 
managed  and  controlled  by  the  Conservation  Commission  of  the  Town  of 
Merrimac,  and  the  Merrimac  Conservation  Commission  be  authorized  to  file  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  any  and  all  applications  deemed  necessary  for  grants  and  /  or 
reimbursements  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  deemed  necessary 
under  the  Self-Help  Act  (Chapter  132A,  Section  1 1)  and/or  any  others  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  scope  of  this  Article,  and  the  Town  and  the  Conservatin 
Commission  be  authorized  to  enter  into  all  agreements  and  execute  any  and  all 
instruments  as  may  be  necessary  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  effect  said  purchase; 
And  to  direct  the  Conservation  Commission  that  said  $24,000.  will  only  be  spent 
contingent  upon  assurance  of  reimbursement  under  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  132A,  Section  1 1;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  flood  plain  district 
under  its  Zoning  By-laws;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  expended  by  the  Playground 
Commission  to  purchase  a  tractor  lawn-mower  with  a  roto-tiller  for  the 
maintenance  of  properties  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Playground 
Commission;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town  By-law  by 
adding  to  Article  IV  the  following  section:  “That  all  Town  Officers  shall  pay 
into  the  Treasury  all  fees  received  by  them  by  virtue  of  their  offices”;  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  amend  the  Town  By-Law  by 
adding  to  Article  IV  the  following  section:  “Section  13,  that  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  and  his  successors  in  office  be  authorized  to  retain  and  keep  for  his  or  her 
own  use  any  and  all  fees  received  for  the  preparation,  execution  and  issuance  of 
certificates  of  municipal  liens,  as  provided  for  under  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  60,  Section  23”;  or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  Legislature  to  pass 
an  act  to  have  the  Town  Clerk  pay  over  to  the  Town  Treasury  that  part  of  certain 
dog  license  funds  and  fish  &  game  license  funds  formerly  retained  by  the  Town 
Clerk;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  the  installation  of 
insulating  windows  for  the  Town  Hall  Building 

insulating  windows  for  the  Town  Hall  Building;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of 
the  Feasibility  Study  Committee  as  directed  at  the  December  2,  1980  Special 
Town  Meeting  to  combine  under  one  department  Light  &  Water,  Sewer, 
Highway,  and  Cemetery;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Assessors  for 
computer  expenses  necessitated  by  the  certification  and  revaluation  process;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer 
from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  to  repair  the  Municipal  (Brox) 
Building  roof;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 


ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or 
transfer  from  available  funds  a  sum  of  money  to  participate  in  a  program  for  the 
control  of  the  “Gypsy  Moth”;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  available  balances  and  from  “FREE 
CASH”  in  the  treasury  toward  the  reduction  of  the  tax  rate  for  the  fiscal  year 
commencing  July  1,  1982;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  retain  $ _ of 

“FREE  CASH”  certified  July  1,  1981,  under  the  provisions  of  Section  12(a)  of 
Chapter  151  of  the  Acts  of  1979;  or  to  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.
